tar* progress. 
“ If th*- realization of this event is as 
it promises, Nicaragua and the United* 
States will come closer and travel united 
in the future bemuse of this wonderful 
link that entwines in a positive way 
their national interests."

National bank here 
yesterday afternoon, the private bank­ 
ing firm of James H. Raymond & Co., 
suspended payments fois morning. The 
institution is closely identified with tho 
First National and was badly crippled 
on account of the suspension of the First 
National. 
Stato Treasurer Robbins states that 
the treasury department had over $300,- 
OOO in cash and securities in the First 
National bank and last Saturday the 
bank turned over $32,000 to tho state' 
treasury. 
Mr. Robbins had no idea the 
bank was on tho brink of a financial 
disaster. 
He made application at the 
bank for a condition of affairs, but .T M. j 
Logan, the inspector who is in charge, 
declined to give out anything. Robbins’ 
bond of |75,000 aud his bondsmen are 
liable for any shortage that may result 
to the state. 
The state department has about $50,- I 
OOO on deposit and Secretary of State 
Tod’s boud of $25,000 is also liablo. 
The attempted suicide of H. Pfaefflin, 
cashier of the defunct bank, has added 
much to tho condition of affairs. 
lls 
cut his wrists with a razor. 
Austin, Aug. 5.—Tho following type­ 
written notice was posted on tho door 
of the First National bauk hero at 4 p. 
rn. Sunday: 
“ This bauk is closed and is in my 
hands as agents pending the arrival of , 
William Lyrkes, special examiner, who 
has been appointed temporary receiver 
by the comptroller of currency. 
“J. M. Logan, 
“National Bauk Examiner.” 
Tho news of the posting of this notice 
quickly spread and many flocked to the 
bank and read it for themselves. 
Very 
little can be learned as to the condition 
ol the bank. 
W. B. Wortham, former state treas- 
ner, who is president of the institution, 
left hero two weeks ago for Now York 
City and has not yet returned. H. 
Plaefflin, the cashier, ma been at home 
sick for several days. 
Bank Examiner Logan declines to 
make a public statement concerning the 
bank’s affairs at this time. There are a 
number of rumors in circulation, but 
none have as yet been verified. 
The bank was the dejxysitory of tho 
state treasurer and »< cretary of state. 
Treasurer John W. Robbins declined to 
state the amount tho state had on de­ 
posit, but it is not thought to be largo. 
It is said that there is about $400,000 : 
available with which to pay depositors. 


U nion W ork mon and Stool C orporation 
In a U tttor str u g g le , 
Pittsburg, Aug. 5.—It is now a fight

I steel trust aud organized labor. 
Mr. 
T Shaffer says ho is ready to employ every 
peaceable means within tho power of 
mau to win a victory. 
No quarter is to 
be given and none will be asked. The 
entire management of tho battle has 
been placed in the hands of President 
Chaffer. 
Ho has absolute power to call 
ont every man who is connected with 
the Amalgamation association and he 
intends to do it. 
He is satisfied with 
the progress of tho fight to date. 
President Shaffer, of tho Amalga­ 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin workers, upon his return Sunday 
night from the fruitless conference with 
J. Piorixmt Morgan and others in New 
York, said: 
"W ithin a week every union man 
and every anion man at heart iii tho 
j employ of the United States Steel Cor­ 
poration will be asked to join in the 
strike now being waged by the Amal­ 
gamated association. 
We must settle 
whether unionism is to stand or fall. 
“There will bo no moro conferences 
with the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion miles* the meeting is asked for by 
tho officials of the corporation. The 
Amalgamated association will not re­ 
quest a peace meeting.” 
“It will be a fight to a finish. 
No 
quarter will lie given. 
We are pre­ 
pared to spend all the money and time 
necessary to wipe out Amalgamated 
Association in all our mills.” 
This was the message that came over 
the wires from New York to local ofti- 
dais of the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion here. 
Two messages came. Tho 
first stated that the conference had ad­ 
journed between the workers and Mr. 
Morgan and after receiving his ultimate 
decision in the matter in dispute. 
Au 
hour after this time a second message 
came to Pittsburg announcing to the 
steel officials here that the ox(*cutivc 
board had decided tliat they would not 
accept Mr. Morgan’s terms. 
The second message contained the 
Statement also that appears above. Some 
of the official* hoard the message with 
misgivings, others with unconcealed 
satisfaction. One of the officials left his 
office declaring ne was glad of it. 
The 
fight would surely bo carried to a finish 
and the corporation woald once for ail 
be freed from tho influence of tho anion 
men.

An intimation has been made there is | 
still hope of ending the strike soon, and 
this is by the return of men at Painter, 
Lindsay and McCutoheon and Clark 
mills. 
These mills were non-union last 
year. 
Tho men went out when tho 
strike was ordered and thoy are now 
members of the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion in efforts to secure an adjustment 
of tho strike, however, their status has 
been an embarrassing factor. 
It is said 
if these men desire to go to work they 
see no objection by the association. Tho 
immediate effect will be to eliminate 
them from consideration of any basis ol 
settlement. 
Such a course would leave 
the Amalgamated officials in a position 
to accept Morgan’s terms with honor. 
The strike, though but begun, is al­ 
ready boing felt in Pittsburg. 
Many 
leading business houses have found bus­ 
iness dropping oft' so as to make the uis- 
missal of clerks imperative. 
One de­ 
partment store last Saturday laid off 85 
girls and at the same time gave notice 
that if tho strike was not settled by 
next Saturday it likely would be neces­ 
sary to lay off more. 
Finances have 
also suffered. 
On two days last week 
the clearing house reports showed a de­ 
crease compared with last year. 
There 
were only two days of the year whose 
clearings did not exceed figures of cor­ 
responding day’s last year.

Austin, Aug. 5.~ A s a result of the 
failure of the First N ational bank here 
yesterday afternoon, tho private bank­ 
ing firm of Jam es H. Raym ond & Go., 
suspended paym ents tois morning. The 
institution is closely identified w ith tho 
First N ational and was badly crippled 
on account of the suspension of the First 
National. 
State Treasurer Robbins statos that 
the treasury departm ent had over $300,- 
000 in cash and securities in the First 
N ational bank and last Saturday the 
bank turned over $32,000 to tho state 
treasury. 
Mr. Robbins had no idea the 
bank was on the brink of a financial 
disaster. 
He made application a t the 
bank for a condition of affairs, but J.M. 
Logan, the inspector who is in charge, 
declined to give out anything. Robbins’ 
bond of $75,000 and his bondsmen are 
liable for any shortage th at may result 
to the state. 
The state departm ent has about $50,- 
000 on deposit aud Secretary of State 
Tod’s boud of $25,000 is also liable. 
Tho attem pted suicide of H. PfaeODn, I 
cashier of the defunct bank, has added 
much to the condition of affairs. 
He 
cut his w rists w ith a razor. 
Austin, Aug. 5.—Tho following type­ 
w ritten notice was posted on the door 
of the First N ational bank hero at 4 p. 
rn. Sunday: 
“ This bank is closed and is in my 
hands as age nts pending the arrival of 
W illiam Lyrkos, special examiner, who 
has been appointed tem porary receiver 
by the comptroller of currency. 
“ J. M. Logan, 
“ N ational Bank Exam iner.” 
Tho news of the posting of this notice 
quickly spread and many flocked to the 
J bauk and read it for themselves. 
V e r y 
little can be learned as to the condition 
of the bank. 
W . B. W ortham, former state treas- 
uer, who is president of the institution, 
| left here two weeks ago for New York 
City aud has not yet returned. H. 
Plaefflin, the cashier, ins been at home 
sick for several days. 
Bank Exam iner Logan declines to 
make a public statem ent concerning the 
bank’s affairs at this time. 
There aro a 
num ber of rum ors in circulation, but 
none have as yet been verified. 
The tiank was the depository of the 
state treasurer and secretary of state. 
Treasurer John W. Robbins declined to 
state the am ount tho state had on de­ 
posit, but it is not thought to be large. 
It is said th at there is about $400,000 
available w ith which to pay depositors. 


U nion W ork m en an d S teel C orp oration 
In a H itter S tru g g le. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 5.—It is now a fight 
to a finish between the billion-dollar 
f steel trust and organized labor. 
Mr. 
Shaffer says he is ready to employ every 
peaceable means w ithin the power of 
m an to win a victory. 
No quarter is to 
be given and none will be asked. 
The 
entire management of tho battle has 
been placed in the hands of President 
Shatter. 
Ho has absolute power to c a ll, 
out every m an who is connected w ith 
the Amalgamation association and he 
intends to do it. 
He is satisfied w ith 
the progress of tho fight to date.

President 
Shafter, of tho Amalga­ 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin workers, upon his return Sunday

necessary to wipe out Amalgamated 
Association in all our m ills.” 
This was the message th at came over 
the wires from New York to local offi­ 
cials of the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion here. 
Two messages came, 
The 
first stated th at the conference had ad-1 
journed between the workers and Mr. , 
Morgan and after receiving his ultim ate 
decision in the m atter in dispute. 
Au 
hour after this tim e a second message 
came to Pittsburg announcing to the 
steel officials here th at the executive 
board had decided that thoy would not 
aeeept Mr. M organ’s terms. 
The second message contained the 
statem ent also t hat appears above. Some 
of the official® heard the message w ith 
misgivings, others w ith unconcealed I 
satisfaction. One of the officials left his 
office declaring lie was glad of it. 
The 
fight would surely lie carried to a finish 
and the corporation would once for all 
be freed from the influence of tho union 
men.

Lindsay aud McGuteheon and Clark 
mills. 
These mills were non-union last 
year. 
Tho men w ent out when the 
strike was ordered aud they are now 
members of the Amalgamated associa- j 
tion in efforts to secure an adjustm ent 
of tho strike, however, their status has 
been an em barrassing factor. 
It is said 
; if those men desire to go to work they 
1 see no objection by the association. The 
im mediate effect will be to elim inate 
them from consideration of any liasis ol 
settlem ent. 
Such a course would leave 
the A m algam ated officials in a position 
to accept Morgan’s term s w ith honor. 
The strike, though but begun, is al­ 
ready being felt in Pittsburg.
